POSTSCRIPT 
TO THE 


Chritin READER. 


Chriſtian Reader, 


HE uſe of theſe ſmall Queſtions, is on- 
ly to maketrial, whether the younger 
Children (not yet of capacity to learn the 
longer Catechiſm preceding)do, when they 
are examined 1 the Church. Catechiſm, re- 
peat the Anſwers merely by rote. And if 
they anſwer heedleſsly, to engage them, by 
2 retiection upon what they have ſaid, to At- 
©£1v more tothe buſincls they have in hand.

ui2 A Poſtſcript to the Reader; 


[ have compoſed this Catechiſm meerly 
of Queſtions without Anſwers, for the moſ} 
part : Becauſe the Anſwers to them, are to 
be found in the very words , or plain ſenſe, 
of the larger Anſwers themfelves, in the 
Grammatical Conſtruftion of them. Sv 
that the ſame way,whereby we bring School- 
boys to find the Nominative Caſe to a Verh, 
or Antecedent to a Relative, &c. will, ina 
little uſe of this method , prompt the dul- 
left Child to the Anſwer he 1s to make. 

In ſome Queſtions, I confeſs, (as thoſe 
about the Trinity,) the Anſwers are exyreſ- 
ſed; becauſe the Catechiſin to which this 
is adapted, affords them not expreſſly. Q- 
thers there are,which are to be found there, 
only in the ſenſe : but generally, the Que- 
ſtions in ſuch caſes, lead only to the ſhort 
Anſwers of yea, or no. 

In the whole, I deſigned perſpicuous bre- 
vity. But if any Catechiſt that ſhall con- 
deſcend to take this Catechiſtical Scheme 
for a Patern, ſhall think it too ſhort ; he 
may himſelf remedy that tault, by enlarg- 
ing upon this Groundwork, as he finds the 
capacity of the Children Catechiſed. This 
isonly done to his hand, as a proof of what 
may be done in this kind, for the improve- 
ment of the youngeſt Children , till they 
come to be capable of farther Inſtruction in 
2 larger Catechiſm ; whether chis of mine, 
or any other, that ſhall be thought fitter for 
uſe.
